causing serious injury to anyone 
who may be near. : 

“Construction of the kite should 
measure up to safety standards 
also. Kites should NEVER have 
wire frames. No metal or metall- 
ized cord should be used.

metal strands in it because such 
materials are conductors of elec- 
tricity. It is also important to 


remember that the kite cord; 


should be kept off the ground 
where there is any possibility of 
it becoming damp. A wet kite 
cord becomes a conductor of elec- 
tricity when it touches an electric 
wire.
